Ford predicts more grain 


sales despite boycott 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford predicted more U.S. grain sales to 
the Soviet Union Monday amid charges 
by farm officials that a threatened 
loading boycott by union dockworkers 
“ is nothing short of piracy.” 


Ford told a cheering crowd in the heart 
of the grain belt at Des Moines, Iowa, 
that forecasters are still calling for a 
record American harvest this year. 


“ A great deal of interest has been 
aroused by Soviet purchases of 
American grain” totaling 9.8 million 
tons so far in 1975, he said. 
The President noted that Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz last week asked 
U.S. exporters to temporarily delay 
further sales to Russia, adding, “ and I 
emphasize temporarily.” Butz has said 
such sales will have little effect on bread 
and beef prices in supermarkets. 
"Looking ahead, and I use these words 
advisedly, we anticipate further 
purchases of grain by the Soviet Union,” 
Ford said. 


AFL-CIO President George Meany 
said Monday that dockworkers will not 
load any new Russian-bought grain until 
administration officials assure him the 
deal will not hurt American shippers or 
consumers. 


In other grain developments Monday: 
— President William Kuhfuss of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation said 
in Chicago it was time for Congress to 
take action against the threatened 
loading boycott. He said it was “ nothing 
short of piracy in the ports.” 


— Kansas Gov. Robert Bennet 
suggested dockworkers cut wages for un­ 
loading ships with foreign imports if they 
are concerned about lowering consumer 
prices. He said bread price, for example, 
are influenced 40 per cent by wages and 
only 10 per cent by grain prices. 


— Tony Dechant, president of the 
National Farm Union, called for a 
meeting of consumer, labor and farm 
leaders to discuss the situation. He said a 
boycott “ will not really solve anything.” 


Kissinger, Dinitz confer 


on interim peace pact 


United Press International 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Israeli Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
met for two hours today in Washington in 
an intensive review of a “ number of 
points” still unresolved in regard to an 
interim agreement with Egypt. 


Israeli reports indicated the meeting 
would be one of the last acts of the 
writing of a new interim agreement with 
Egypt but Kissinger and Dinitz apparent­ 
ly failed to nail down the final agree­ 
ment. 


Dinitiz told reporters that they might 
meet again later today after he confers 
with Undersecretary of State for 
Political Affairs Joseph J. Sisco, who is 
Kissinger’s top specialist on the Middle 
East. 


In an attempt to explain the new and 
protracted round of discussions, Dinitz 
said: “ It is obvious that resumption of 
the (Kissinger-Middle East) shuffle does 
not solve all the problems. There are 
many items that have to be cleared and 
discussed.” 


Dinitz said no new points had been 
raised in his session with Kissinger. He

strikes; pickets attacked 


added that he would be flying back to 
Israel Wednesday to report to Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon. 


He rejected suggestions that Israel 
had been under pressure by the United 
States to reach a new agreement. 


“ Whatever Israel does it will be 
because it is in its own best interests,” 
he said. 
In Israel, Defense Minister Shimon 
Peres proposed a demilitarized zone for 
the Sinai Desert as a next stage after 
troop withdrawal agreement is reached 
but he ruled out hopes of any immediate 
disengagement agreement with Syria. 


“ Israel wants peace, but obstacles are 
put in its path,” he told a gathering of 
Druze sheikhs on the Golan Heights. 
“ There are many in Egyptian circles 
who are still calling for war.” 
Asked about reports that Israel was 
ready to begin negotiations on an interim 
peace agreement with Damascus, Peres 
said, “ We cannot have any confidence in 
the Syrians — for 27 years Syria was the 
loudest voice for war in the region — and 
they are receiving uninterrupted arms 
shipments from the Soviet Union.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Most of 
San Francisco’s police force was on 
strike today. Emergency calls were 
handled by supervisory personnel, and 
officers on the picket line handled an at­ 
tack by an irate motorist and a sniping 
incident themselves. 
About 15 shots were fired in the 
general direction of pickets at the 
Ingleside Station. 
Pickets returned the fire, gave chase, 
and arrested Terry Ng, 19, Michael Loo, 
18, and Calvin Woo, 18. They said one of 
the youths was wounded in die foot. 
Two striking policemen at another sta­ 
tion sustained minor injuries when they 
went into die street to talk with Thomas 
H. Oxstien, 50, a machinist, who pulled 
his car up behind a doubleparked truck, 
leaned on his horn and complained that 
traffic was blocked. 
According to police, Oxstien ac­ 
celerated, knocking down the two 
pickets, and sped off. He was arrested 
later in a bar. 
The number of serious crimes reported 
was about average. 
The police department had 21 patrol 
cars, instead of the normal 56, on the 
streets during the daytime shift. A 
department spokesman said about 250 of­ 
ficers, mostly supervisors and plain 
clothes inspectors, were working ex­ 
tended shifts. The total police force is 
2,000 
Some of the city’s meter maids 
reported for work, but a spot check 
showed about half the motorists who 
parked in metered zones had not fed the 
meter. 
No major traffic jams were reported 
during the morning commute hours, 
even though tow-away parking zones 
were not enforced. 
The strike began late Monday within 
minutes of a 10-0 vote by the city’s Board 
of Supervisors to give only a 6.5 per cent 
wage hike to policemen, who currently 
earn a base salary of $1,378 a month. 
Streets were almost deserted by sun­ 
down. Residents, well aware of San 
Francisco’s sharp increase in crime in 
recent years, stayed home. 
Empty cable cars were lined up in 
downtown San Francisco, where 
business is normally bustling. In the 
nearby red-light Tenderloin area, 
prostitutes paraded in greater numbers 
than usual. 
Striking police and city officials 
agreed at least 80 per cent of the force 
had walked off the job. 
Only several hundred officers 
remained on duty to handle emergencies 
in all of San Francisco. 
Sympathetic firemen joined some 
picket lines and also threatened to strike 
in the next few days in support of police 
demands for a 13 per cent pay hike for all 
uniformed officers. 
Firemen, who have the same base 
salary as policemen, said they would 
seek strike sanction from the city’s labor 
council Wednesday. Bus and trolley 
drivers said they would do the same. 


Red leader 


calls off 


mass rally 


LISBON, Portugal (U P I) - Por­ 
tuguese Communist leader Alvaro 
Cunhal canceled plans for a mass rally 
in Porto tonight after a flurry of fist 
fighting in Lisbon marking failure of a 
Communist-led strike. Troops in the 
Porto area forced resignation of a left- 
wing military leader. 
The mass spontaneous violence in 
Lisbon seriously damaged the prestige of 
Portugal’s pro-Communist Prim e 
Minister Vasco Goncalves who had ap­ 
pealed to the nation in a televised speech 
Monday night to give all out support to 
the 30-minute general strike. 
The Communists said angrily the rally 
in the northern industrial city was put off 
for “ technical reasons” but there were 
clear signs that the party’s highly 
publicized counter-offensive against 
anti-Communist violence has triggered 
an explosive backlash. 
This became obvious in the almost 
total failure of the Communist-organized 
strike. The walkout provoked numerous 
fist fights in downtown Lisbon, but the 
strike was largely ignored in the rest of 
the country. 
The Communists canceled their 
northern rally within minutes after it 
• was learned that Brig. Gen. Eurico 
Corvacho, the left-wing military com­ 
mander of the northern region, had been 
forced to resign at the demand of his 
troops. 
The Communists said the militarily 
confused situation caused by Corvacho’ 
ouster “ could lead to a major confron­ 
tation.” 
The Communists tried to enforce the 
30-minute walkout today by blocking the 
city’s main boulevard, Avenida Liber- 
tade, with taxis and buses. When the 
drivers stopped, passengers from other 
cars attacked them.

CITY COUNCIL members may have to review their courses in mathematics tonight 
but the above is the calculation bv City Finance Director Marvin Loney in determin­ 
ing a proposed near 22 cent per $100 of assessed valuation hike in property taxes 
City tax hike action set tonight 


Lompoc City Council tonight will con­ 
sider raising city taxes nearly 22 cents, 
the first city tax rate hike in six years. 
The meeting will be held at 7:30 p.m. 
in the school administration building, not 
in City Council chambers as previously 
announced. 
The present tax rate is $1.68 per $100 
assessed valuation. The proposal, if ap­ 
proved, will increase the tax to $1.8996. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers said 
that the increase “ would do nothing 
more than offset inflation and enable the 
city to maintain its current purchasing 
power.” 
The general fund projects a decrease 
of $99,995 and the additional tax money 
would reduce this amount to $14,400, ac- 


cording to Wahlers. 
“ If the city is going to continue to 
provide the same level of service and to 
develop capital programs to improve our 
city, it is essential that we at least main­ 
tain the current purchasing power of the 
tax dollar,” Wahlers stated in a 
memorandum to the Council. 
A public hearing will lead off the 
meeting tonight. The hearing involves 
the property at 403 North G Street, 
known as the Scolari property and will 
determine whether or not it constitutes a 
public nuisance. The hearing was con­ 
tinued from a meeting of March 18 for 
120 days to permit the property owner to 
comply with certain conditions. The city 
claims that on a portion of the lot there 


exists a large pile of scrap iron, old farm 
m achinery, scattered debris, a 
dilapidated building and weeds and that 
the property is unfenced making it un­ 
safe and potentially hazardous. The city 
also finds that the unfinished masonry 
building on the property is a “ dangerous 
building.”

Pravda urges Portugal support 


MOSCOW (U PI) - The Communist 
party newspaper Pravda, ignoring a U.S. 
warning to the Kremlin against at­ 
tempting to influence Portuguese events, 
called today for a massive display of sup­ 
port for Portuguese Communists against 
what it called the reactionary forces 
backed by NATO. 
Pravda said the latest events in Por­ 
tugal recalled those leading to the fascist 
coup in Chile in 1973 when Marxist Presi­ 
dent Salvador Allende was overthrown 
by right-wing military leaders. 
It said leaders of the Portuguese 
Socialist party were rallying “ all the 
reactionary forces” of Portugal and said 
they expected “ organized support from 
the outside, from the NATO circles.” 
The appeal came in a lengthy article 
signed “ Observer,” a signature in­ 
dicating it reflected the views of the 
highest echelon of the government and 
party leadership. It was the strongest 
Soviet call yet for support of Portuguese 
Communists. 
President Ford in a speech today in 
Minneapolis said the United States was 
keeping a watchful eye on Soviet inten­ 
tions in Portugal. 
Ford said that in Portugal the wishes 
of the moderate majority have “ been 
subverted by forces more determined 
than representative. 
“ Detente means moderate and 
restrained behavior between two super­ 
powers — not a license to fish in troubled 
waters,” he said. 
The article appeared five days after 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
blunt warning to the Kremlin against in­ 
fluencing Portuguese Communists in the 
country’s political struggle. 
“ It is now most important to show 
massive solidarity with the political 
forces in Portugal who are waging a per­ 
sistent and difficult struggle against at­ 
tacks from reactionary elements inside 
and outside the country,” Pravda said. 
Pravda said the Soviet people “ firmly 
defend the principles of non-interference

Ford to seek billions 


if no SALT agreement 


MINNEAPOLIS (U PI) - President 
Ford warned today he would have “ no 
choice” but to ask Congress for $2 billion 
to $3 billion in additional nuclear 
weapons if the United States and Soviet 
Union cannot agree to limit strategic 
arms. 


In a speech to applauding American 
Legionnaires, Ford also sternly 
cautioned that any Russian interference 
in the internal affairs of politically tur­ 
bulent Portugal would endanger detente. 


Before addressing the 57th annual con­ 
vention of the American Legion, he told a 
breakfast meeting of regional news ex­ 
ecutives he might have to seek as much 
as $15 billion over the next five years if a 
SALT pact is not reached. 


Wearing his American Legion cap. 
Ford issued the defense spending warn­ 
ing in his address to 7,500 convention 
delegates. He said he would try to hold 
down arms spending in fiscal 1976 and 
1977. 


“ But the Congress and the American 
people must realize that, unless agree­ 
ment is achieved, I will have no choice 
but to recommend to the Congress an ad­ 
ditional $2 to $3 billion for strategic 
weapons programs in the current and 
coming fiscal years,” he said. 


“ Detente must be a two-way street. 
Because tensions cannot be eased with 
safety and security by one side alone. I 
am committed to keeping America’s 
defenses second to none.” 
The President also followed Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger’s public 
warning to the Soviet Union last week to 
keep out of Portugal’s internal battle 
between communists and socialists for 
control of that NATO country. 


“ We are now watching some serious 
situations for indications of the Soviet at­ 
titude toward detente and cooperation in 
European security.” Ford said. “ The 
situation in Portugal is one of them. We 


are deeply concerned about the future of 
freedom in Portugal — as we have 
always been concerned about the 
freedom of people throughout the 
world.” 


The Portuguese, he said, “ must find 
the solution in an atmosphere that is free 
from the pressures of outside in­ 
terests.” 


The President arrived at the conven­ 
tion hall to the chants of some 200 
youthful protesters carrying placards 
saying “ We want jobs — not war.” 


Ford’s appearance before the Legion 
was the second in a whirlwind day of 
mostly politicking here. Other scheduled 
stops today included two political ap­ 
pearances before Republican sup­ 
porters. then travel to Pekin. 111., for a 
dedication of the Everett M. Dirksen 
Library in honor of the late senator from 
Illinois. 
He pulled no punches in his convention 
speech.

Board backs criticism 


of oil, gas EIR report

The County Task Force’s 
highly-critical report on the 
Federal Government s draft 
Environmental Impact Report 
( E I R ) on th e p ro p o se d 
widespread oil and gas develop­ 
ment in Santa Barbara Channel 
got the backing Monday of the 
Board of Supervisors, and will 
be presented next week before 
Federal public hearings to be 
held in Santa Barbara. 
County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds, 
who organized the group of ex­ 
perts to evaluate the three- 
volume Federal document, also 
won board approval of a presen­ 
tation to U S Geological Survey 
officials at the Aug 25-27 hear­ 
ings that will strongly request 
the hearings not be ended until 
"vital raw data" not contained 
in the Federal findings be made 
available to the task force 
Reynolds, who said the task 
group had found numerous 
"significant shortcomings'' in 
the draft EIR including con­ 
sid e ra tio n of a ir q u a lity 
degradation, tanker traffic 
hazards, geologic and seismic 
hazards, onshore and land use 
impacts and deep water drilling 
hazards, said he felt the USGS 
report should not be allowed to 
go into final form as it is. 
As it is now, it could serve as 
a basis for future decisions by 
the Interior Department and 
USGS regarding future Outer 
Continental Shelf oil and gas 
operations in the channel. 
Previously. Reynolds told the 
board that a perusal of the 
Federal draft EIR made it 
clear that widespread granting 
of new Federal leases to oil 
companies in OCS islands in the 
channel would bring on signifi­ 
cant added pollution threats 
both offshore and along the 
South Coast by the necessity for 
numerous new offshore drilling 
platforms, marine terminals, 
storage facilities, giant tanker 
operations and at least two 
more large processing plants. 
The nature of the criticism of 
the Federal report, which 
predicted comparatively little 
adverse environmental impact 
despite the widespread new 
operations projected, was such 
that none of the supervisors 
raised objections to giving 
Reynolds and the task force 
their support. 
The board on a motion by 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
voted to sdfltf individual thanks 
to the task force members and 
commending Reynolds for as­ 
sembling "such a competent 
task force.” 
Reynolds termed the task 
force document a “ unique 
ublic service... that would 
ave cost the county at least 
$10.000 had private consultants 
done the work.” 
He felt the draft EIR by the

Hearing scheduled

Supervisor James M. Slater

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Senate overrides 
school aid veto 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Rejecting Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr .’s concern over 
“ scarce public dollars,” the 
Senate voted with unexpected 
vigor Monday to override his 
veto of $30 million from a $172 
million emergency school aid 
bill. 
The bipartisan vote was 28-7. 
That is one more than the two- 
thirds majority required to 
overturn a veto and amounted 
to a big political upset for the 
freshman governor. It was the 
first time one of his vetoes was 
challenged by the legislature. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, 
predicted a “ close vote" in the 
Assembly Thursday or Friday 
when the override is attempted 
there. 
The full legislature has 
overridden a gubernatorial veto 
only wice in 29 years, and that 
was in 1974 when then -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan rejected the 
legislature’s attempt to secure 
for itself final approval over 
any mental hospital closures. 
Brown trimmed the $27 
million from the state's share 
of the school aid bill SB220, 
from $115 million to $88 million. 
This automatically reduced the 
local property tax portion of the 
school aid measure by $3 
million, from $57 to $54 million. 
The governor, who appeared 
caught off guard by the Senate, 
reacted by calling his veto 
“ reasonable.” He warned any 
other course besides holding the 
line on government spending 
“ will certainly lead to new tax­ 
es.” 
“ Adding $30 million to the $5 
billion Californians now spend 
each year on schools will not 
materially improve education, 
but it w ill reduce funds 
available for other worthy 
programs,” he said in a state­ 
ment. 
In his veto message. Brown 
conceded that his reduction left 
“ less than many would desire 
but reflects my commitment to 
apportion scarce public dollars 
as fairly as possible.” 
The bill is to help school dis­ 
tricts meet inflation increases 
this fall. In the original version, 
it would have meant a boost in 
state aid of $28 per student in 
middle and low wealth dis­ 
tricts. Brown’s veto brought the 
sum down to $21 per student. 
“ This is not a question of 
spite with reference to the 
governor,” said Sen. Ralph C. 
Dills, D-Gardena, a former 
teacher 
who 
led 
the 
Democratic override drive. 
“ The schools are in dire need of 
this additional money — $27 
million is certainly not going to 
break the state.” 
No one spoke in favor of 
Brown’s veto during a brief 
floor discussion. 
School boards bitterly com­ 
plained that Brown’s veto left 
an insufficient amount of 
money to keep programs fully 
operating. A note of urgency 
was added because school dis­ 
trict budgets must be given 
final approval by Sept. 1. 
Voting to restore the vetoed 
school money w ere 16 
Democrats, including some of 
the legislature’s most liberal 
law m akers, 
and 
12 
Republicans, among them some 
of the Senate’s most conser­ 
vative members. Voting to up­ 
hold the veto were six 
Democrats and a single 
Republican. 


Dills said one incentive to 
vote for the override was an un­ 
expected jump of 11.7 per cent 
in local property tax assess­ 
ments, resulting in a savings to 
the state because of a shift in 
school support to local 
homeowners. Assessments 
were expected to rise only 8.5 
per cent.

meet; may step down 


MADRID, Spain (U PI) - 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co met today with his designat­ 
ed successor, Prince Juan 
Carlos de Borbon, in a surprise 
get-together that renewed 
speculation Franco was prepar­ 
ing to step down from power. 
Juan Carlos. 37. broke off his 
vacation in Majorca to join the 
82-year-old chief of state at his 
country estate near La Coruna 
in Northwest Spain. 
Spanish newspapers said the 
Prince’s visit was unusqpl and 
might signal im portant 
developments. The Madrid dai­ 
ly newspaper Ya speculated 
Franco might retire in the next 
two months, opening the way 
for Juan Carlos to ascend to the 
vacant Spanish throne. 
There was no official confir­ 
mation of the reports. Officials 
said they could not disclose 
details on Franco’s talks with 
the Prince which began Mon­ 
day. 
Juan Carlos is scheduled to 
stay with Franco for three 
days. 
Franco met Saturday with 
ambassador to Britain, Manuel 
Fraga who is reported to be 
Juan Carlos' first choice as 
Premier once he becomes king. 
Fraga, a political moderate 
who has urged political changes 
by constitutional reforms, later 
told a newsman he has resigned 
his post as of October. 


In Madrid, heavily armed 
police guarded government 
buildings, police stations and 
some of the city’s main squares 
as a precaution against new 
outbreaks of street violence. 
A crowd of angry right­ 
wingers, including many uni­ 
formed policemen, Monday 
demonstrated against govern­ 
ment officials attending the 
funeral of a police lieutenant sl­ 
ain by Marxist guerrillas in a 
Madrid street 
Lt. Antonio Pose Rodriguez 
was the fifth Madrid policeman 
killed or wounded by left-wing 
terrorists in a month. 
Political unrest in Spain has 
grown as a result of terrorism, 
uncertainty about the nation’s 
political future. Franco’s re­ 
ported plans to hand over to 
Juan Carlos, and the effects of 
recession. 
In Barcelona, right-wingers 
firebombed a bookstore and the 
building housing the newspaper 
Diario de Barcelona early to­ 
day causing small fires which 
were doused by firemen. 


The demonstrators also 
tinted slogans on the walls of 
>th buildings. 
One said “ Marxist press” and 
another demanded that Jose- 
Maria Huertas Claveria, a new­ 
spaperman arrested last month 
for allegedly insulting the 
military, be “ put to the wall.” 
U.S. copter pilot 
in daring rescue 


TRAUNSTEIN, West Ger­ 
many (U PI) — Barry Meeker 
pushed the stick down and his 
helicopter whirled to a landing 
along the Vltava River in 
Czechoslovakia. 
The American pilot watched 
anxiously as his partner jumped 
out to hurry four East German 
refugees running through the 
tall grass to the water’s edge. 
Suddenly, an unseen Com­ 
munist soldier opened fire. 
One of the first bullets hit 
Meeker’s elbow. Another sliced 
through the side of his body. A 
third hit one of the escapees. 
Others ripped into the steel and 
plastic chopper. 
Three runaways — two men 
and a teen-aged girl — managed 
to jump onto the helicopter 


before the wounded Alpine 
rescue pilot raised the stick and 
lifted off. 
Meeker’s partner, who had 
signaled the pilot to take off, 
remained on the ground with a 
woman escapee as the 
helicopter zigzagged across the 
border toward West Germany. 
The 34-year-old pilot, speak­ 
ing to reporters Monday at his 
hospital bed in Traunstein, 
described the dramatic flight 
across West Germany, Austria 
and Czechoslovakia. 
Meeker, employed by a West 
German linn that specializes in 
Alpine rescue work, said he 
rented a B e llje t Ranger 
helicopter in Munich for Sun­ 
day’s rescue mission.

LUANDA, Angola (UPI) - 
The American consul general in 
Luanda today advised all 
American, Canadian and Brit­ 
ish citizens still in Angola to 
leave the war-torn West Africa 
colony as soon as possible 
because neither the American 
nor the Portuguese govern­ 
ments could guarantee their 
safety. 
Consul-General Thomas F. 
Killoran said he had been asked 
by the British Foreign Office to 
look after the interests of 
Britons and Commonwealth 
citizens after the United King­ 
dom closed its Luanda mission 
last month. 
He issued a statement today 
saying the State Department, in 
a strongly worded warning, ad­ 
vises all American Canadian 
and British residents to leave 
Angola as soon as possible 
because of belief that further 
heavy fighting among three 
liberation movements is im­ 
minent 
Most foreign residents left 
Luanda in special airlifts last 
month, but diplomats said 
about 100 Americans, Britons 
and Canadians still remained in 
the seaside capital. 
Fighting continued today at 
the southern coastal harbor of 
Lobito where residents fled in­ 
land or out to sea to avoid the 
shooting. A Portuguese army 
communique said several small 
boats anchored offshore were 
sunk by gunfire. 


Ford asks 


jet fuel 


price rates 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The 
Ford administration asked the 
Civil Aeronautics Board today 
to approve an emergency rules 
change that would let airlines 
raise or lower their fares 
automatically to cover jet fuel 
price changes. 
Administration officials said 
the new system could cause an 
increase of up to 3 per cent in 
domestic air fares 
The request, filed jointly by 
three federal agencies in 
response to pleas from the 
financially distressed airline in­ 
dustry, urged prompt CAB ac­ 
tion in the face of fuel hikes ex­ 
pected to take place when 
government controls on the 
price of crude oil expire Aug. 
31. 
The Department of Transpor­ 
tation, the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration and the Council on 
Wage and Price Stability said 
their proposed rules change 
would be only temporary. 
And, they said, each air 
carrier should be free to decide 
where and how much to raise 
fares. 
“ If some means is not 
developed by which the indus­ 
try can pass on higher energy 
costs, these increases may spell 
serious difficulty for some 
carriers whose ability to absorb 
additional increases in cost has 
nearly been exhausted,” the 
agencies said. 
The CAB, which regulates air 
fares, has refused in the past to 
let the airlines automatically 
pass higher fuel costs along to 
their passengers. 
The five-member board, an 
independent agency, has ap­ 
proved some specific fare hikes 
in the past to cover fuel in­ 
creases. But it turned down a 
rate increase requested by 
several airlines in May. 


Ag board unveils 
regulations but 
sidesteps issue

WASHINTON (UPI) - The 
U.S. Customs Service says it 
accidentally stumbled across a 
smuggler’s hideaway that may 
contain the largest marijuana 
haul in history, a 40-ton “ moun­ 
tain” of pot valued at $22 
million. 
The crew of a Customs Ser­ 
vice helicopter looked down in 
surprise Saturday as they flew 
over the eastern tip of Grand 
Bahamas Island, a smuggler’s 
haven and before that a pirate 
center. 
The pilots recognized “ bits 
and pieces” of a familiar sub­ 
stance that wem’t under cover, 
a spokesman said Monday in 
announcing the haul. “ These 
guys have been looking at 
marijuana for years. They 
knew they’d found something.” 
He said “ it was discovered 
purely by accident.” The 
Miami-based helicopter hap­ 
pened to fly over the area after 
searching for a helicopter 
downed at sea. 
Customs notified the Baha­ 
mian police commissioner and 
the helicopter ferried his men 
to the scene. 


SAN D IEG O ( U P I) - 
California’s Public Utilities 
Commission failed to use ac­ 
cepted analytical techniques to 
forecast the state’s future 
needs for electricity, the state 
Energy Commission staff found 
Monday. 
However, the staff’s own 
energy need forecast was 
questioned by the commission, 
which faces a Sept. 2 deadline 
for adopting a revised PUC 
report so it can certify sites and 
facilities for power generation. 
The commission staff found 
that: 
—The PUC forecast was sub­ 
jective and judgmental and was 
not based on the use of accepted 
analytical techniques. 
—The PUC forecast did not 
evaluate alternatives nor pro­ 
vide methods to determine revi­ 
sions to the forecast which 
could be caused by economic, 
environmental, demographic or 
institutional changes. 
— Forecasting techniques 
used by major public utilities 
varied widely. 
—A staff-developed forecast 
indicated a need of 9 per cent 
less electricity by 1984 than was 
forecast by three utility firms 
in the state for their areas. 
—The PUC forecast did not 
allow for federally imposed 
mandatory conservation meas­ 
ures requiring as much as a 10 
per cent reduction in energy 
needs. 
Commission head Richard 
Maullin said the commission 


was expected to develop its own 
forecasting method by next 
June so that utility firms will 
have a uniform method of 
forecasting. 
“ All they’ll have to do is sup- 
ly us with the data and we’ll 
ave a forecast of future 
needs,” he said. 
“ Our basic job is to decide 
where future electrical power 
plants will be built,” he said. 
"We must have some estimate 
of need.” 
Maullin said he believed the 
commission was “ trying to do 
the best job of estimating the 
future of electrical demands” 
and therefore would “ be more 
critical of the staff.” 
The commission questioned 
whether the staff’s method of 
forecasting was any better than 
PUC and utility firm methods. 
Dr. Phillip S. Mitchell, chief 
of the commission’s forecasting 
and assessments division, said 
he was recommending that the 
commission adopt the PUC 
report until his staff developed 
its own forecast method. 
However, he urged caution in 
“ how we use the PUC 
forecast.” 
He said the combined fore­ 
cast of San Diego Gas and 
Electric Co., Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. and Southern 
California Edison Co. for 1984 
residential demand was 56,907 
million kilowatt hours while the 
staff’s more simplified forecast 
was 51,626 million kilowatt 
hours.

Housing starts 
at highest level 


SACRAMENTO (U PI)-T h e 
new Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board has temporarily 
sidestepped its most thorny 
problems even though the first 
state-supervised elections are 
less than three weeks away.

Monday unveiled proposed 
regulations for secret ballot un­ 
ion elections for farm workers 
but the rules were silent on the 
most controversial issues, in­ 
cluding the question of access 
by organizers to field hands 
Bishop Roger Mahony. board 
chairman, said in an interview 
a hearing likely will be held on 
the “ access rule” on Aug, 29, 
the day after the board official­ 
ly comes into existence under 
landmark legislation signed by 
Gov.

Cesar Chavez has threatened 
to stage a prolonged sit-in in 
state offices in Sacramento if 
organizers are not given access 
to workers on farrr\s “ We’ll 
make them see the light,” he 
said. 
The 
rival 
Teamsters 
reportedly have called the 
proposed regulations “ confused 
and unworkable.” 
A spokesman for the Califor­ 
nia Farm Bureau Federation 
suggested the board members 
may be trying to duck con­ 
troversies until after they are 
confirmed by the Senate. The 
Rules Committee is scheduled 
to consider the nominations 
Wednesday night. 


Mahony said, “ We have not 
included in this batch of regula­ 
tions an access rule... because 
it is a very complex legal 
problem and should be dealt 
with in a more public fashion.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 49 
per cent surge in construction 
of condominiums, townhouses 
and other multifamily dwell­ 
ings in July has pushed housing 
starts to their highest level in a 
year, government and industry 
officials say. 
Housing Secretary Carla

DETROIT (U PI) - United 
Press International received in 
the mail a photograph today 
that shows a man — apparently 
James R. Hoffa — standing 
behind an unidentified man in a 
wheelchair. No explanation was 
enclosed. 
The photograph shows what 
apparently is Hoffa, who disap­ 
peared 20 days ago in a Detroit 
suburb, standing in a dark shirt 
behind a smiling man seated in 
front of him in a wheelchair. 
'Hie second man’s hand is 
resting on the back of a 
Cadillac, apparently a 1974 
Coupe DeVille. The license 
plate is clearly visible, but ap­ 
parently blocked out with a 
sheet of paper. No numbers are 
visible. 


DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford 
Motor Co. is challenging a new 
federal law requiring it to 
recall and pay for repairs on 
more than 600,000 cars with 
allegedly defective seat backs. 
Ford said it would not comply 
with a federal order and filed 
suit — the first test case of its 
kind — in U.S. District Court in 
Washington, D.C.. Monday. 


The suit challenges sections 
of the National Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act under 
which the government has 
ordered recall of the 1968.and 
1969 Ford Mustangs and Mer­ 
cury Cougars. The government 
contends seat backs on the cars 
can collapse. 


Ford also notified the 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration it does 
not intend to comply with last 
week’s recall order. It was the 
first time NETSA had used the 
6-month-old law to order a 
manufacturer to pay for 
repairs. 
The firm’s chief lawyer. H . R . ___________ 
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Board members originally 
drafted an access rule that was 
privately reviewed by seven 
major growers, Chavez’s 
United Farm Workers Union 
and the Teamsters But it was 
eliminated from the initial 
regulations because growers 
were concerned about private 
property rights and board 
members wanted to conduct a 
full public hearing on the issue 
“ The fact that we do not have 
an access rule as such does not 
mean the intent of the law or 
the board is not to provide ac­ 
cess.” Mahony said 
He noted that the new farm 
labor law declares it is an un­ 
fair labor practice for a grower 
to favor one union over another 
Thus, if a grower gave permis­ 
sion to one union to meet with 
workers and denied access to a 
rival union, this would violate 
the law. he said. 


“The intent of the bill is to let 
workers be fully informed,” 
Mahony added “ Farm workers 
cannot realistically make a 
choice if they do not know all 
sides ” 


In a preamble to the proposed 
regulations, the board 
members said other questions 
“ under consideration include, 
but are not limited to. the 
status of economic strikers, 
contiguous unit questions and 
the use of symbols on election 
ballots "

Nolte Jr.. invited a government 
lawsuit to enforce the recall 
order. He said Ford would de­ 
fend itself “ on the grounds that 
breakage of seat back bracket 
pins does not result in an un­ 
reasonable risk of accident or 
injury and. accordingly, there 
is no safety defect." 
The government claims seat 
back bracket pins have broken 
on several cars, allowing the 
seat back to collapse and caus­ 
ing loss of control. Ford says 
there have been only 25 
reported incidents on more than 
765.000 cars and that a safety 
defect doesn’t exist.

MANHATTAN, Kan. (U PI) 
— The Kansas Farm Bureau 
may file a billion dollar class 
action suit against the Inter­ 
national Longshoremen’s As­ 
sociation and the AFL-CIO 
because of their refusal to load 
ships with U.S. grain bought by 
the Soviet Union, the bureau’s 
president said Monday. 
John J. Armstrong said AFL- 
CIO President George Meany’s 
decision to support the long­ 
shoremen’s boycott is hurting 
the wheat market. He said the 
wheat market dropped 14.5 
cents in reaction to Meany’s an­ 
nouncement. 
"It’s hard to believe that one 
man can bring economic havoc 
on American agriculture, but 
Meany did it,” Armstrong said. 
"If we had sold all our wheat 
right then, the loss of income 
would have been a third of a 
billion dollars.” 
Armstrong said the AFL-CIO 
action was not taken to protect 
consumers, but was a power 
play to force U.S. and Soviet 
trade negotiators to set a higher 
subsidy rate for American ship­ 
ping of Russian bought grain. 
"Meany concerned about and 
out to protect the consumers? I 
can’t believe it,” Armstrong 
said. "Labor union wage settle­ 
ments certainly don’t show 
that.” 
Armstrong said the AFL-CIO 
action was a squeeze play on 
the nation’s farmers and 
ranchers to get their support.

"I think it’s clouded in the

Jackson told Lefcourt, who 
taped the conversation. "W e’re 
looking for Patricia Campbell 
Hearst and unfortunately this 
Scott thing has become more 
paramount at least in the eyes 
of a lot of different people ...” 
The "Scott thing’’ that 
Jackson was referring to was 
the federal government’s futile 
attempt to get Jack Scott, 


former Oberlin College athletic 
director, to testify before a 
federal grand jury here in­ 
vestigating charges Miss 
Hearst was harbored in a Penn­ 
sylvania farmhouse last sum­ 
mer 
The testimony was released 
at a hearing on a motion to 
quash a subpoena for Martin 
Miller, a friend of the Scotts 
who has been asked to appear 
before the grand jury. 
‘i ’m interested in one thing,” 
Jackson told Lefcourt " I’m in­ 
terested in locating the Hearst 
or the Harrises” 
Scott and Miller have been 
friends since college days.

do lot 
of moving 


N EW Y O R K (U P I) “ 
Americans do a lot of moving 
but, as a rule, they don’t move 
very far. 
The Conference Board said 
about 72 million Americans — 
87 per cent of the nation’s pop­ 
ulation — moved at least once 
between 1970 and 1974. 
But in its study on moving 
trends in the United States, the 
private research organization 
aiso found that about three out 
of Hve families changing their 
places of residence relocate in 
the same county. 
"In the majority of such 
cases,” the board said, "the 
move is to a more appropriate 
dwelling — usually in the same 
neighborhood — reflecting 
either a change in family com­ 
position or in income.” 
Only about one out of every 
five families leaves its county 
but stays in the same state. 
Such a move often is part of the 
exodus from the central cities 
to the suburbs, the report said. 
Sometimes, however, it repre­ 
sents a move back to the city, 
the study added 
About one out of five family 
moves is to a different state. 
Between 1970 and 1974, roughly 
15 million Americans changed 
their state of residence, causing 
marked shifts in population, ac­ 
cording to a recent study by the 
Bureau of Census. 


Since 1970. 16 states in­

CLEVELAND (UPI) - The 
14-week, $46 million Kent State 
trial is nearing its end. 
Lawyers defending the Ohio 
National Guard and state of­ 
ficials in the damage suit 
prompted by the 1970 Kent 
State slayings rested their case 
Monday. 
The National Guard was 
called to the Kent State campus 
during student unrest in 1970. 
Four students were slain and 
nine injured when the 
Guardsmen opened fire on 
them May 4 of that year. The 
case has been in and out of the 
courts and the news ever since. 
Lawyers for the parents of 
the slain and injured students 
said they would call three to 
five rebuttal witnesses beginn­ 
ing today. 
U.S. District Judge Don 
Young cautioned the jurors to 
be more than usually careful to 
"keep your minds open and 
your mouths shut” about the 
case as the conclusion ap­ 
proached. 
After the rebuttal, closing 
arguments by each side will be 
allotted one day. Judge Young 
will then instruct the jury and 
the question of liability will go 
to the panel of six women and 
six men. 
Testimony has focused on 
what prompted the Guardsmen 
to fire into the crowd of stu­ 


dents. 
Lawyers for the parents plan­ 
ned to call a former student to 
counter testimony by Mrs. Joy 
Bishop last week that she saw a 
man in civilian clothes fire the 
first shot on Blanket Hill. 


Two others. Dr. Milton 
Helpern of New York and Cyril 
Wecht of Pittsburgh, were 
veteran medical examiners to 
counter testimony last week 
that plantiff Scott MacKenzie 
was hit by a non-military bullet. 


The last of the 20 defense 
witnesses Monday was Dr. 
Robert White, former Kent 
State president. 
White said he "definitely” 
agreed with Gen. Robert 
Canterbury, who had an­ 
nounced at a midmorning 
meeting on the day of the fatal 
shootings that the Guard was 
anxious to take its men off the 
campus as soon as possible.

Wallace also said Monday he 
supports a resolution by Rep. 
Henry Gonzalez, D-Tex., to 
reopen investiptions into the 
attempt on his life and the 
shootings of President John 
Kennedy. Sen. Robert Kennedy 
and civil rights leader Martin 
Luther King. 
"I do not believe that the 
person that shot me acted 
alone,” he said in an inter­ 
viewed taped by KNBC-TV for 
broadcast next Sunday. " I 
believe that a man who had 
never made any money in his 
life could not follow me all over 
the country and buy guns and 
automobiles, and stay in the 
Waldorf Astoria.

Chrysler agrees to test 
high polluting vehicles 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Chrysler Corp., prohibited by 
California from selling certain 
new cars, has agreed to the 
state’s request to repair and 
test the "high-polluting” vehi­ 
cles, a state official said Mon­ 
day. 
Chairman Tom Quinn of the 
state Air Resources Board, 
which imposed the sales ban 
last weekend, said Chrysler will 
conduct a $500,000 special 
repair and testing program 
which "should result in a 
modification of the stop-sale 
order.” 
"Chrysler has agreed to at­ 
tempt repairs on each of the 
high-polluting cars and to give 
special, but costly, smog tests 
to each vehicle... Quinn said in 
a news release. 
"Any car which can be fixed 
and which passes the test, can 
then be sold. But those 
automobiles which fail the tests 
must be shipped out of Califor­ 
nia.” he said. 
The board Saturday banned 


the sale of some new Chrysler 
automobiles with 440-cubic 
inch displacement engines 
because the cars do not meet 
the state’s antismog standards 
dards.

United Press International 
The Philadelphia Phillies’ SWAT force 
seems to have taken control of the 
National League East. 
The Phillies, possessing one of the 
most awesome lineups in the major 
leagues, used their muscle to defeat the 
Atlanta Braves 6-3 Monday night and the 
victory enabled Philadelphia to tie the 
idle Pittsburgh Pirates for the first place 
m the NL East. It marked the first time 
since June 6 that the Pirates have 
relinquished a complete hold on first 
place 
Mike Schmidt hit a pair of homers and 
Dick Allen added a two-run shot to spark 
Philadelphia’s triumph, and Atlanta 
Manager Clyde King could do nothing but 
shake his head in awe of the Phillies’ 
might. 
“ Their pitching isn’t all that strong, 
but they’ve got a lineup that can beat 
your brains out,” said King. “ With hit­ 
ting like that, they don’t need a lot of 
pitching Pittsburgh has a lot of hitting, 
too, but having Willie Stargell out of the 
lineup appears to be the rub for the 
Pirates.” 
The Phillies’ lineup doesn’t have a real 
weak spot. Dave Cash, the leadoff bat­

star Johnson in Hall 


COOPERSTOWN, N Y. (U P I) - 
Ralph Kiner, former seven-time 
National League home run king, ac­ 
cepted his Hall of Fame plaque from 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn and stepped 
to the microphone to address the crowd 
attending M onday’s induction 
ceremonies. 
Then, turning to a 74-yeafcold black 
man who never played a day in the major 
leagues, Kiner said, “ Judy, you’re a hard 
act to follow.” 
Except, of course, it was no act when 
William Judy Johnson, who spent his en­ 
tire career in the old Negro Leagues 
before Jackie Robinson broke baseball’s 
color line in 1947, broke down during his 
acceptance speech. The crowd of 7,500 
gathered on the lawn adjacent to the Hall 
of Fame understood and gave the old 
man a rousing ovation. 
Johnson’s achievements in baseball 
are largely lost in the mists of those old 
barnstorming leagues — he played for 
such teams as Hilldale, the Homestead 
Grays. Darby Daisies and Pittsburgh 
Crawfords from 1921 through 1938 before 
there even was a Hall of Fame — and un­ 
til recently he could never have dreamed 
of being voted into the shrine. 
Johnson had introduced members of 
his family and friends and was saying, 
“ so many people have been good to me 
coming up,” when he broke down. He 
stood holding his right hand over his face 
for about two minutes, then said, “ ITl be 
all right,” when a member of the Hall of 
Fame Committee stepped to his side. 
He then recalled that his father wanted 
him to be a professional boxer and that 
his sparring partner as a boy was his 
sister. 
“ My dad cautioned me not to hit her in 
the face, the breast or the stomach,” he 
said as the crowd laughed. “ But one day, 
her boxing glove flew off and as she 
stooped to pick it up...well, I guess I 
don’t have to finish the story. Anyway, 
after that my dad said, ’well, 1 guess you 
might as well go try to play basebail.’ 
“ I hope I can make many more trips 
here,” he said as his voice creaked 
again. “To all of you who came ... God 
bless you.” 
Besides Kiner and Johnson, others in­ 
ducted were Earl Averill, Bucky Harris 
and Billy Herman. 
Kiner, poised and articulate, told 
humorous stories about the poor Pitt­ 
sburgh Pirates teams with which he 
spent most of his career but closed on a 
serious note. 


“ This is something like becoming a 
doctor and getting that M.D. after your 
name,” he said. “ Now I have H.O.F. 
after mine ... it’s a tremendous thrill.” 


The other immortals inducted into the 
shrine during ceremonies preside! over 
by Kuhn, thanked the sportswriters and 


committees which elected them. 
“The greatest honor of all is to be in­ 
ducted into the Hall of Fame,” said 
Averill, 72, who played for the Cleveland 
Indians, Detroit Tigers and Boston 
Braves from 1929 through 1941. “ I think 
the Veterans Committee is doing an ex­ 
cellent job — and 1 hope they keep it up.” 
“ There is no doubt this is the greatest 
honor I’ve ever received,” said Herman, 
66, who played for the Chicago Cubs, 
Brooklyn Dodgers and Pirates from 1931 
through 1947. “ Baseball always was a 
struggle for me. Maybe I was doing all 
right without knowing it. I was a utility 
infielder on my high school team and 
now I’m joining the greatest baseball 
team in the world.” 
Harris, baseball’s original “ boy 
wonder” manager, is 78 and living in a 
home for the retired in Bethesda, Md. He 
was represented by his son, Stanley S. 
Harris, and listened to the ceremonies on 
the telephone.

It was only a year ago that Rico Carty 
was playing baseball in the Mexican 
League, far from the spotlight of the 
major leagues where he once hit .366 and 
won a National League batting title. 
And it was only a year ago Boog 
Powell suffered in agony on the 
Baltimore Orioles’ bench, seemingly 
over the hill and well on the road to 
retirement, no longer the awesome sl­ 
ugger who terrorized American League 
pitchers for more than a decade. 
Today, Carty and Powell are helping 
Cleveland Indians Player-Manager 
Frank Robinson become just Manager 
Frank Robinson. 
“ This is my last year as a player,” 
Robinson said after Cleveland swept a 
doubleheader Monday night from the 
Texas Rangers, 4-2 and 4-3. “The way 
Carty and Powell have been going, I 
can’t even put myself in the lineup.” 
Carty, who has been on a tear in recent 
weeks, slammed his 14th homer, a two- 
run shot off Ferguson Jenkins, to insure 
Cleveland’s sweep after Powell blasted 
his 20th homer and drove in three runs in 
the first game victory. 
“ I don’t like to predict how long I’ll 
play,” said the 35-year-old Carty, who 
entered the season with a .308 lifetime 
batting average. “ I just take things year 
by year because you never know what’s 
going to happen. I love the game and I 
just want to play as long as I can.” 
Powell traded to Cleveland just before 
spring training, cites his freedom from 
injury, a change in scenery and his reu­ 
nion with former Baltimore teammate 
Robinson as the major factors in his 
comeback. 
“ I feel great and I’m happy to play 
regularly,’’ said Powell, who has 
rebounded from a mediocre season .265,

Sometimes it doesn’t pay to 
preempt. East was having a 
very good game in a match* 
point duplicate. Everything was 
going well and he decided to 
preempt with the East hand. 
It is the sort of preempt we 
don’t recommend. He is four 
tricks short of his bid, but that 
didn’t cost him this time. 
What did cost him was that 
South was allergic to preempts 
and made a very unsound dou­ 
ble. After two rounds of bidding 
South found himself in a very 
bad grand-slam contract since 
North also hated to be shut out. 
South won the spade lead in 
dummy, entered his hand with a 


heart and led the queen of 
clubs. West’s king fell to 
South’s ace. 
South thought a long time. He 
finally entered his hand with 
the second high heart, led a 
club; finessed against West’s 10 
and had taken care of the trump 
suit. After that it was a simple 
matter to finesse against the 
king of diamonds and wind up 
with his grand slam. 
It was a top score to end all 
top scores. No one else either 
bid or made seven.

Is Portugal to be first? 


At the expense of being 
p r e m a t u r e and o v e r l y 
judgmental, it almost appears 
as if the Communist forces so 
active in Portuguese politics 
lately may lose that country to 
a revolution of quite another 
sort than what they are ac­ 
customed to ... a revolt of the 
people against communism. 
We, along with the rest of 
the world, have watched with 
growing interest the increas­ 
ing violence directed against 
C o m m u n i s t 
p a rty 
headquarters and the party 
workers therein. For the past 
several weeks the storm of 
protest against a form of com­ 
munism similar to that of 
Eastern Europe has become 
more and more turbulent and 
violent, to the point of death 
for some Portuguese. We have 
to say it’s a new experience 
and, with the exception of the 
deaths previously mentioned, 


a heartening one. 
Not since the Czech uprising 
of 1968 has the world seen a 
popular protest against com­ 
munist rule. Certainly we have 
been engaged in Southeast 
Asian conflicts ostensibly to 
achieve that goal, but the pop­ 
ular support of the people for 
those wars was conspicuously 
absent, a fact many from 
other countries either ignored 
or didn’t feel was germane to 
what was being attempted. 
And, coincidentally, the com­ 
munists “won.” 
In any event, in Portugal, 
the 
people apparently don’t 
want to be communist- 
governed. They don’t want to 
have anything to do with the 
far-left sort of government 
they see operating in Eastern 
E u r o p e , and 
th e y are 
demanding an alternative, 
much more moderate system 
under which to live. 


Recognizing that, Gen. Otelo 
Carvalho, Portugal’s military 
security chief, has attacked 
both the moderates and the 
C o m m u n i s t s 
and 
has 
suggested a “new” system 
still very much to the far left. 
It should be mentioned Car­ 
valho was, until quite recent­ 
ly, a member of the Com­ 
munist troika attempting to 
impose their system on an un­ 
willing people. 


To know what the eventual 
outcome of all this will be, 
must be left to the seers who 
prognosticate about such 
things. It is for us to watch as 
the situation continues to un­ 
fold and, the possible intrus­ 
ion 
of 
th e 
C .I.A . 
notwithstanding, hope that the 
people of Portugal will 
register a first with the ouster 
of the Communists from their 
government.

concerned with “the inherent danger of 
mandatory union membership,” and, I 
fervently hope my elected represen­ 
tatives will protect me from whatever 
these dangers are. On the other hand. I 
believe it unreasonable that a few should 
pay for the benefits acquired by the mul­ 
titude. A recent example will serve: 
After the strike of County employes, a 
iiyfc pcr cent raise was granted Those 
who struck lost pay. Those who didn’t, 
gained, at no expense to themselves. Ind- 
eded. my elected representative got the 
five per cent raise and commented, dur­ 
ing an interview on KEYT News, that he 
accepted the raise because he isn’t a “se­ 
cond class citizen.” I, one of many who 
struck, have not yet received a pay check 
which includes the five per cent raise. 
The implication is obvious. If com­ 
pulsory unionism will m ake me 
something other than a “second class 
citizen,” I can only applaud the efforts of 
the unionists and hope for the best 
regarding any other “inherent dangers” 
Mr. Deukmejian had in mind. 
EXCLUSIVITY OF BARGAINING 
AGENT — As I understand it, the law 
will provide mechanisms for replacing 
one bargaining agent with another, 
through an election process. One might 
note the striking similarity of systems: 
Mr. Deukmejian’s tenure depends on the 
will of his constituency just as the 
bargaining agent’s tenure will depend on 
the will of its constituency. 
STRIKES — I, too, deplore the idea of 
a public employe strike. At the very 
least, it indicates lack of honest com­ 
m unication betw een the elected 
representatives of the people and the 
employes of the people. Two solutions 
suggest themselves. The first is com­ 
pulsory arbitration, which our own 
County representatives have rejected in 
the past. The second is for the people’s 
representatives to state precisely, and 
stick adamantly to, what the people 
want. For instance, did the people mean 
for their representatives to state that 
there would be zero per cent raise this 


year, or did they mean half per cent, or 
two per cent, or four per cent, or, finally, 
the five per cent granted? Had my 
elected representative told me, as an 
employe, that five per cent was tops, I 
would have cheerfully accepted it and 
went about the business the County pays 
me to do. As it is, I, and my elected 
representative will both have five per 
cent, but, in the mean time the public has 
not been well served, and I am unable to 
rid myself of the feeling that I have been 
“used” both as a public employe and as a 
taxpaying citizen. 
“ BARGAINING” BY POLITICAL 
CONTRIBUTION - Wisely, our County 
representatives have foreseen this possi­ 
ble abuse and have published regulations 
concerning political activity. In addition, 
all those whose pay derives, in part or 
whole, from Federal funds, are subject 
to the Hatch Act. Finally, since Mr. 
Deukmejian was kind enough to indicate 
only that the “potentials for abuse are 
obvious,” I’d like to point out that to my 
knowledge, no public employe feels 
himself a species apart from employes 
in other sectors of our economy. (Really, 
Mr. Deukmejian, I don’t think you’ve 
been paying attention. It isn’t the milk 
industry workers nor the oil industry 
workers nor the aircraft industry 
workers who are making the headlines.) 
As indicated earlier, there is much for 
me to learn about governmental employe 
relations and I depend heavily on the 
Record to inform me. I would like, for in­ 
stance, to see comments by state law­ 
makers and union officials regarding the 
proposed handling of public employes 
serving governmental entities that 
operate profit-making enterprises.

WASHINGTON - As Congress fades 
into the August smog for a respite of a 
month, no failure of confusion ami cross 
purposes is more conspicuous than that 
over energy. The final outcome is cer­ 
tain to mean higher gasoline prices, how 
much and how soon being the only uncer­ 
tainty. 
The conflict of pur­ 
pose in the capital 
reflects deep divisions 
in the country. One of 
the answers to the 
looming power shor­ 
tage in the years 
ahead is nuclear 
energy. The know­ 
how, the resources, 
the capacity are all 
available. 
Yet environmen­ 
talists have taken a 
dead set against 
nuclear power development on the score 
of alleged dangers from the leakage of 
radioactive materials. In state after 
state, they are lobbying the legislatures 
to stop any further nuclear power plants. 
And since state regulatory commissions 
must grant a permit before federal ac­ 
tion, this is an effective block. 
The most potent case against the 
alleged dangers were made by a group of 
America’s most renowned scientists 
with Hans Bethe as organizing 
chairman. In their statement, the scien­ 
tists pointed out that the separation of 
the Atomic Energy Commission into the 
Energy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration and the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission provided added reassurance 
for realistic management of potential 


risks. 
"On any scale,” they said, “the 
benefits of a clean, inexpensive and inex­ 
haustible domestic fuel far outweigh the 
possible risks.” Bethe is now working ac­ 
tively to persuade opinion of the prac­ 
tical and safe use of the force that he as a 
co-worker on the atomic bomb helped to 
unleash. 
The fear growing out of the mushroom 
cloud and the incredible destructiveness 
of the nuclear weapon dwarfs rational 
consideration of the peacetime uses of 
nuclear' energy. The tragic paradox is 
that, as the environmentalists battle any 
development here at home, on the world 
scene the traffic in nuclear power is as­ 
suming extraordinary proportions. 
West Germany has just concluded with 
Brazil a deal for a nuclear reactor worth 
$4 billion to $8 billion. The deal is unique 
since for the first time a nation with 
nuclear capabilities sold a complete 
nuclear fuel cycle. This means that the 
entire process, including the separation 
of plutonium, the stuff of nuclear 
weapons, will be in Brazilian hands. 
The decision of the West German 
government will enableBrazilto produce 
nuclear weapons for Its own possible use 
as well as for sale to other countries, in- 
cluding Germany, Sen. Stuart 
Symington, chairman of the foreign rela­ 
tions subcommittee on arms control, 
said in a statement on the Senate floor. 
The agreement between Germany and 
* Brazil provides for no supervision other 
than monitoring by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency with no powers 
to safeguard against the spread of 
nuclear weapons. 


Ruled by a stern dictatorship, Brazil 
has not only ratified but has not even 
signed the nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty. Many aspects of the deal are puz­ 
zling to say the least. 
In testimony before the Symington 
subcommittee, 
representatives of 
Westinghouse Electric Corp. disclosed 
that they had entered into negotiations 
with Brazil on a similar arrangement 
long before the German deal. 
Westinghouse spokesmen testified they 
could not meet Brazil’s demand for a 
complete fuel cycle because U.S. policy 
prevented such a sale. It would have 
meant, according to Westinghouse, 
20,000 jobs. 
One of the curious aspects of a transac­ 
tion with far greater significance than 
has been generally realized is that the 
State Department testified Washington 
had protested and had even tried to stop 
the German-Brazilian deal. But the West 
German government continues to deny 
that any such protests were lodged. 
If such a deal can be concluded with 
Brazil, there is no reason why West Ger­ 
many, or perhaps France, could not 
make a similar sale to Argentina, which 
has been making loud noises about 
nuclear weapons. Both countries have 
signed the Latin-American nuclear free 
zone agreement, but it contains so many 
loopholes that it would be no impediment 
to weapons development. 
This is nuclear bombs unlimited. If the 
Brazil deal is a precedent any nation 
with the requisite hard cash can buy a 
do-it-yourself nuclear fuel cycle. They 
will in effect have been sold a gun loaded 
with nuclear bullets.

Caught in a financial bind between 
diminishing funds and soaring costs, the 
state highway program is coming to a 
grinding halt. Not only is the situation 
threatening all future construction 
projects, there are serious questions as 
to the ability of the state to properly 
maintain the 15,100 miles of highways in 
the present system. 
To cope with the state’s transportation 
problems the Legislature called for a 
transportation plan to be developed and 
presented for its consideration by 
February 1976. 
A commission has been toiling away at 
the task and has completed a partial 
draft. But Transportation Agency 
Secretary Donald Bums has questioned 
the plan, its organization and the proces­ 
ses by which it is being produced. He has 
called for public hearings to be held 
jointly by the agency and the State Tran­ 
sportation Board. 
Expressing his disatisfaction with 
the plan, Bums said, “Vast amounts of 
resources and time have been put into 
preparation, both by CalTrans and the 
regions, yet it appears questionable 
whether the document will meet the 
requirements of the statute and provide 
any substantial guidance to practical 
decision making.” 
From the portion currently available 
for examination, labeled Chapter 7, 
Bums point is understandable. For the 
draft is more of a discussion of the 
problems than a plan to deal with them 
although numerous options are querously 
put forth. 
Its conclusions are far from satisfying, 
merely being a recitation of that which is 
already evident, namely the highway 
program is in a critical financial 
situation; the need for highways con­ 
tinues; legislatively required allocations 
of highway funds cannot be met; and 
balancing highway and transit programs 
in all areas of the state will require 
changes in the decision making and 
allocation processes. 
Far more succinct and pointed is a 
memorandum prepared by M.E. 
Cornelius, the department’s financial 
management assistant. He summarizes 
six major reasons why the state highway 
system is in financial woes. It all boils 
down to the basic fact that there have 
been no changes in revenue structures to 
meet inflationary costs. 
“State highway user charges have not 
been changed in over 20 years,” 
Cornelius reported, significantly citing 
the fact that the method of applying such 
taxes to physical units, i.e., per gallon of 
fuel; per vehicle, per driver’s license; 
and per pound of weight, does not 
provide revenue increases as a result of 


inflation. 
To the contrary increased fuel prices 
have resulted in reducing the unit con­ 
sumption and therefore the revenues. 


He also called to attention that since 
vehicular regulatory agencies have first 
call upon the Motor Vehicle Fund, 
revenues from that source have dried up 
as salaries and other costs have risen. 


As for federal funds, Cornelius said 
that Congress has allocated greater 
shares to local governments and since 
the 1968 and 1973 Federal acts “the 
aggregate share of federal highway 
funds returned to California has shown a 
marked drop” with the result that 


California “has become an even heavier 
donor to the Federal funds.” 
Taking the two reports together it is 
obvious at current revenue rates the 
state not only cannot meet its highway 
needs but will be unable to meet the 
minimums required to be allocated to 
the local governments under the north- 
south split of capital funds mandated by 
the Legislature. This, without the diver­ 
sions of funds for mass transit, bike 
trails and other non-highway purposes. 
It all points to that which is distasteful 
to Governor Jerry Brown; increased 
taxes or a revision of methods of taxa­ 
tion so that inflation will directly in­ 
crease revenues.

Can students learn? 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - One of my 
sons, finishing his freshman year in high 
school in June, was talked into taking a 
summer science seminar. 
The county-run six-week course had 
the students in the countryside for 17 of 
the 30-day session. 
The 36 students divided into six teams; 
water chemistry, in­ 
sects, botany, geology, 
e tc. 
Each 
team 
developed its own 
research methods, 
e v o lv e d its own 
statistics, decided its 
own hypotheses and 
came up with its own 
proofs and conclu­ 
sions. They wrote 40 
and 50-page reports on 
which their grades 
depended. 
On 
a 
re cen t 
backpacking trip, as my son and I walked 
along, he could hardly talk of anything 
except this type of tree and that, why it 
grew where it did and when, this rock 
outcropping, that type of soil. He would 
stop repeatedly and lecture me on one 
aspect or another of geology-nature- 
forestry-water composition, — until we 
had to hustle on in an attempt to catch up 
with our fellow campers. 
Now this son is no grind. It is not his 
usual practice to go on for hours 
enthusiastically about school subjects, 
but he does about this one. 
I took several hours off from work the 
other day to attend the “graduation ses­ 
sion” of this group. 
Each team gave its report, served sas- 
safrass, sumac and other wilderness sur­ 


vival teas. Before and after the talks, we 
milled around. Every time I asked a 
question, I was approached by 
enthusiastic teen-aged men and women 
filled with what they’d been doing. 
And this was school. My son had hated 
biology in the usual classroom course 
he’d taken last winter. 
The seminar instructor was as happy 
as his students. But he and I worried the 
course could spoil school for these 
youngsters next fall and winter. “I didn’t 
have a course that gave me this 
challenge and chance for experimenting 
with concepts I developed myself until I 
was a graduate student in college.” he 
said. 
The sermon here is obvious. I know of 
students who. on their own, win gold 
medals for individual work in nature and 
ecology, who develop experiments and 
carry them through and spend months of 
their time studying insects, wildlife, soil 
and water conservation, forests and 
geology. But they barely pass standard 
modem science courses as taught in 
today’s schools. 
Science courses aren’t the only bum­ 
mers. Go down the list ... foreign 
languages. English, social sciences. I’ve 
sat in on classes humming with debate, 
curiosity and enthusiasm. But they are 
not the rule. 
We still tend to think of our children as 
little bottles into which we will pour 
useful knowledge. We forget they have 
brains. 
My son has heard about a six-week 
archaeology seminar being given next 
summer. He can’t wait. 
But he dreads the next eight-and-a-half 
months of school.
